THE LAW AGAINST KILLING, 


Deép Rooted Feeling Against Murder 
Exista in Most Animals. 


There is a deep-rooted feeling 
against murder in most animals. Their 
senses tell them that this is one of 
their own race and their instinct that, 
therefore, it is not lawful prey. New- 
born rattlesnakes will strike instantly 
at a atranger of any other species but 
never at one of themselves. I have 
seen a young mink, aetill blind, suck 
at a mother eat till fed, then try to 
kill her. Though a blowdthirsty crea- 
ture, it would never bave attacked 
its own mother. 

Wild animals often fight for the 
mastery, usually over a question of 
mates, but in virtually all cases the 
fight is over when one yields. The 
vanquished can save himeelf either by 
submission or by flight. What ie com- 
moner than to see the weaker of two 
dogs disarm his conqueror by grovel- 
ing on the ground? The victor in a 
ficht between two cats is satisfied 
when the foe flies; he will not pursne 
him twenty vards. In either case, had 
the enemy n of another race, the 
Lig would have followed and killed 
lim, ; 

What makes the difference? Ob- 
viously not a rensoned-out conclusion, 
but a deep instinctive feeling—the re- 
cognition of the unwritten law against 
unnecessarily killing one’s own kind. 

There are doubtless exceptions to 
this. Cannibalism is recorded of many 
species, but investigation shows that 
it is rare except in the lowest forms, 
and among creatures demoralized by 
domestication or captivity. The higher 
the animals are the more repugnant 
does cannibalism become. It is sel- 
dom indulged in except under dire 
stress of famine. Nothing but actual 
starvation induced Nansen’s dogs to 
eat the flesh of their comrades, al- 
though it was offered to them in a 
disguised form. Experience shows me 
that it is uselesa to bait o wolf trap 
with a part ma dead wolf. His kins- 
men shun it in disgust, unless abso- 
lutely famished. 

Obviously no race enn live by can- 
nibalism, and this is instinctively re- 
cognized by all the higher animals. 
Tn other words, the law neninet mur- 
der has been hainmered into them by 
natural selection, and en fully estah- 
lished that rot only will they abstain 
from preving on one of their own 
trihe, het will rnallv to resene one 
whoee life fa threatened, The fact 
that there pre excentional enses Anes 
not dienrava the Iaw among beasts 
any more than among men.

Before dressing the 
hair and when taking it down at night 
loosen it by giving the ends of it two 
or three light strokes; place the tips 
of the fingers of both hands at the 
junction of the hair and forehead and 
then work them with the circular no 
tion gently, but firmly, toward an im- 
aginary center at the top of the hea 
At each turn of the fingers let them 
work lightly on the surface and then 
deeply. The first motion is addressed 
to the hair follicles themselves, the 
OHext to moving the scalp on the hend 
so as to make it soft, yielding and flex- 
ible. The second movement is made 
by placing the tops of the fingers so 
that the forefinger of each band wil\ 
meet where the Inst massage left off. 
This will bring the fingers of each 
hand over an ear at the juncture of the 
hair with the skin. In the same man- 
ner as before they should work over 
the hair roots with light and deep mas- 
sage until the fingers meet at the cen- 
ter. 

For the third movement of scalp 
Inassnge the fingers of each band are 
placed so ns to meet at the back of the 
neck where the bair begins, and by de- 
scribing the same motion as before 
they work themselves upward to the 
center. 

In this manner the entire scalp in 
less than five minutes receives a thor- 
ough stimulation. The hair responds 
nt once and will be found to be full 
of life and electricity when before it 
was lifeless and dull,
